The arrest of the two 
leading Eunuchs does not surprise the

two men and indocd incurred no small 
odium with the nation at large for the 
support she invariahly gave them. In fact 
they were so much in the confidence of 
the Empress-Dowager that there is little 
difficulty in bulieving that the new adrnini- 
stration would seek any pretext for rv- 
moving them from the scene. :

When 
the’ day camo te take purt in’ tho 
festivities arranged for the birthday 
of the Empross Dowager, he waa quite 
nnablo to participate, und the infirmities 
from which he was sufering became 
appreciably mare severe and painful, On 
the eleventh of tlio month it was necessary, 
to forea His Majesty in order to got him to’ 
show ang interost in affairs, wherena on the 
next day he was neither hot nor cold, and, 
by this time unable ta rise from bed. On 
the twelfth of the month, the Empress 
Dowager took a svvero cold which ended 
fatally two days later, and so she too wag 
unable to meet the Grand Conneil in. ordor 
to diecuss matters. Prince Ching thereupon 
took upon himeclf to carry on the Govern- 
-mont and on his own responsibility issued 
some unimportant proclamations. He alao 
otdered that the doctors rhould assemble 
to consult upon the condition of the pationt, 
And sea what othor prescriptions rhould be 
made up, wad what steps could be taken.

THE LONDON SCHOOL OF 
TROPICAL MzDIOINE, 


Sir Francies Lovell is again ‘visiting 
Hongkong on bobalf of the London School 
of Tropical Medicine, an institution now 
entering on the tenth year of its existence, 
When Sir Francis was in the Colony six 
years ago “he succeed: d in obtaining an 
annual grant of £100 a year from the 
Colonial government, the grant. being for a 
period of five years, and his present hope 
is that’ the Colony will sec its way’ to 
continue tho grant for a few more years 
tr come, Of. course these aré, hard 
times for the Colonial Treasury, but we 
all firmly convinced that Hongkong could 
not dovoto any monoy it can possibly spare 
to a better purpose than this. The amount 
of u table work which the London School 
of Tropical Medicine has accomplished is 
well-known to all residents of the Far Kast 
and it would be a thousand pities if the 
institution should be crippled for Inck of 
funds just as it has demonstrated its practi- 
cat usofulnoss. From “An Appeal” which 
Sir Francis is distributing we learn that the 
total cost of erecting and establishing the 
School amountud-to-£37,000-—Apart- from 
£1,300 which the Home, Colonial and 
Indian Governments contiibute aunually 
for the maintenance of special departmorits; 
the income from fogs, mess charges, &., 
amounts annually to about £2,100, the 
expenditure to about £2,800. There is. 
therefore an annual balance against the 
School of somo £700, which ‘has to be 
obtained by public sybscription * or 
otherwise, So long as it is necessary 
to depend on this way of meeting the 
annually recurring dobt it Wett-that the 
existence of tho School is precarious, and 
that much needed expansion in various 
directions must e.delayed. An Hndow- 
ment Fund is what is, required, and it is 
with the object of raising such a fund that 
the present appeal is put forward. Some 
beginning townrda such 4 furid has already 
been made, and, thanks to the generosity 
‘vf friends, a suin of £1,000 has been invest- 
ed, in the name of Trustaes, on bohalf of 
the School. There is « further sum of 
about “£1,000 to the credit of curtent ac- 
count, for’ spectal objects. It may he 
possible to add. to this, but heyond these 
two sums the School bas to hve from 
hand to mouth, having no other. re- 
sources on which it .can absolutely 
rely, A large sum (nt least £25,000), 
therefore, has to be collected before the 
peranence of. the Lond n school of 
Tropical Medicine can be regarded as
